REGULATIONS TO SUPrRESR 
THE TRAFIC. 


(Chinese Muit's Sirviee ) 


Peuiwe, November 23. 


Tho Chingwu @hu'a memorial con- 
, taining 12° articles for the prohibition 
of opium-amoking in China has been 
sanctioned by the Throne. 
Ono of tho articles limits the sale 
of opium-smoking instruments to a 
period’ of six months from date. 


[It may bo remembered that immediately 
on tho return of the Travelling Cominiasion 
from Europe and America, an ‘Imperial 
edict wis issued allowing,. as a limit, a 
poriod often yenrs for all Chinese through- 
6th the Colestial Empire to give up the 

habit of smoking-opium under heavy 

penalty. The same edict ordered the 

Chingwu-fhu to draft out tho necessary 

rogulations dealing with the question, and 

the memorial referred to in the above 
telegram ios submitted in - Tesponse to 

Imperial instruction, In the matter of 

opium-smdking, - it may be interesting to 

note thata certain porcentago of natives in 
the interior aro 60 in the grip of tho habit, 

that the drug is almost considered a 

necessity and indeed, when it was proposed 

to prohibit it, some of them went so far to 

violently object to ‘it. During the past 
.ten_yoam, thé Chinege press have been so 

enorgetio iti, bringing beforo the public the

Sold For $50 Kuch. 

That traftic in children, and in human 
leings generally, is extonsively carried on 
amongst « certain class of Chinese in the 
Colony has been sheivn from time to timw 
hy fhe Police Court reports, and, notwith- 
standin the prosecutions and convictions 
that have’ taken place the silo: of human 
beings, espocially boys, stil] appens to be 
® profitable business in Hongkong, For 
boys over the age of six or seven years 
there ix always a goud market and tho 
price paid varies from S80 to 850 and 
upwards, One of the most flagrant, cases 
of this kind that have como under the 
notice of the police was brought before Mr 
F, A. Hazeland, at the Magistracy; this 
morning, by Inspector Langloy and 
Detective Sergeant Wilden, whe charged 
‘a waneand, woman with kidnapping and 
unlawful tathic in children, 

The evidence called in support of the 
chargo was inost conglusive, For years it 
Appoars that, the defendants, who ure no 
relation to ~each, other, have occupied 4 
house at West Point and have mado a gond 
living by stealing children and salting them 
out of the Colony, genorully at $50_ per 
fiead. In order to secure the boys more 
easily they always kept three or. “four 
Chinese boys about the ago of'15 yeara in 
their employmont and gent them out into 
the streets daily to try and bring in sruallor 
boys to their den. The decoys, were 
supplied with food and clothing and were 
paid a commission on cach boy. that they 
brought in When he was subsequently sold, 
Tn the Inst eighteen months it was shown 
that upwards of twonty lads have been 
captured and sold in this way, 

In the present case a stnal! boy was 
found on the premises whon the place was 
searched hy tho police who stated that he 
had been taken away from his guardian, 
Thia was subsequently: confirmed by the 
guardian who deposed that the boy went 
out into the streat to play about ten 
dys ago and had sinco been missing. Tho 
decoys stated that thoy met ‘the small 
boy in the strect and after making 
friends with him he stated that he was 
very hungry. Thoy bought him some 
food and told him that if he would come 
home with them he would get plenty of 
good food. To this the ind agreed and 
after entering the houso he was not allowed 
to leave it again.
